Strategic highway clear; 
report Reds moving north 


SAIGON 
(UPI) — South Vietnamese 
marines and armored units cleared stra­ 
tegic 
Highway 1 from Saigon to Phnom 
Penh 
today, and Communist troops in 
Cambodia were reported fighting their 
way northward toward Laos in face of the 
three-week-old Allied offensive. 
UPI 
correspondent Barney 
Seibert 
reported the armored column under com­ 
mand of Lt. Gen. Do Cao Tri had pulled 
up short only three miles outside Phnom 
Penh, 
with orders not 
to go into the 
capital. Tri said he considered the high­ 
way open. 
“ I hope Vietnamese refugees can use 
Highway 1 to return to Vietnam,” Tri 
said. 
T ri also said he had received a re­ 


quest 
for assistance from Cambodian 
military authorities in Kampong Cham 
50 miles 
northeast of Phnom 
Penhi 
and he had sent members of his staff 
to see what they could 
do. 
He said 
Kampong Cham was outside the area of 
operation 
but would order air strikes 
there “ if the situation requires 
it.” 
Phnom 
Penh dispatches 
today re­ 
ported 
fighting 
in the Kampong Cham 
area 
less than 
50 miles from an Al­ 
lied drive into the Fishhook 
sector of 
Cambodia. 
UPI 
correspondent Robert C. Miller 
reported from Phnom Penh that Cam­ 
bodian military 
authorities 
believed 
the Communists were “ fleeing” north­ 
ward in the face of the South Vietnamese 


and American 
offensive and failure 
of the Communists 
to hold Highway 1 
between Saigon and Phnom Penh. 
The fighting in Cambodia cost the 
United States 10 more men killed and 13 
wounded Thursday, bringing to 125 the 
number of Americans killed and to 488 
the number wounded. The Communists 
were reported to have lost 7,100 killed 
and the South Vietnamese 400 dead and 
1,700 wounded. 
The high number of casualties and 
the loss of vast quantities of food, am­ 
munition 
and other supplies appeared 
to be hurting the Communists 
badly. 
Dispatches from the Laotian 
capital 
of 
Vientiane 
and the Cambodian capi­ 
tal 
of Phnom Penh indicated loss of 


food supplies 
was felt 
most by 
the 
Communists. 
( ambodia military sources in Phnom

JACKSON, 
Miss. (UPI) - Two stu­ 
dents were killed and at least 11 others 
injured 
today in a 30-minute gun bat­ 
tle between 
police and snipers firing 
from a girls’ dormitory on the campus 
of predominantly 
Negro Jackson State 
College. 
About 
500 
national guardsmen, un­ 
der 
“ strict orders not to fire,” moved 
onto the campus, 
situated just a few 
blocks 
from downtown 
Jackson, but 
by the time 
they arrived, the shooting 
had ended. 
Police 
were unable to establish 
a 
cause for the violence. The closest thing 
to a reason was offered a student fol­ 
lowing 
the initial 
outburst of trouble 
Wednesday night. 


“ It just happened,” the student told 
Mayor Russel Davis. 
“ Tensions have 
been building up over everything — you 
know, 
the draft, Vietnam, the schools 
— it just happened.” 


Thursday night the students gathered 
for the second night in a row and began 
throwing 
rocks and bottles at passing 
cars. 
A large 
dump 
truck parked 
along Lynch Street, which runs through 
the center of the school grounds, was 
set afire, and when a fire truck showed 
up to put out the blaze, reporters heard 
the first sniper shots ring out from the 
darkened campus. 


Helmeted city police and state highway 
patrolman, armed with riot guns, quick­ 
ly 
moved onto the grounds and opened 
fire 
on 
Alexander 
Hall, 
a women’s 
dormitory, 
from which the sniper fire 
seemed to be coming. 


Those killed were identified as James 
Earl Green and Phillip L. Gibbs, 21. 
Three 
other 
males 
were 
critically 
wounded, and at least 
eight others - 
many 
of them girls — were treated and 
released at local hospitals. Officials said 
several of the girls suffered only from 
fright.

Nixon tells 


feelings on 


amendment 


KEY BISCa YNE, Fla. (UPI) - The 
Florida White House said today Presi- 
dent Nixon feels that a proposal now b^» 
fore Congress limits his ability to pro­ 
tect American forces in Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, 
discussing the administration’s position 
on a proposal in Congress to cut off 
funds for future military involvement in 
Cambodia, told newsmen the President 
feels “ this particular amendment is an 
infringement on that constitutional re» 
sponsibility . . . of the commander in 
chief to protect the security of the 
American forces in the field.” 
Ziegler also stated that Nixon opposes 
such a move because it would put theei* 
emy on notice that the President’s abil­ 
ity 
to respond to threats is limited. 
The amendment, now being debated in 
Congress, was proposed by Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, and Sen. John Sher­ 
man Cooper, R-Ky. Ziegler made it clear 
Nixon feels any limitation on his options 
to conduct the Vietnam war would jeoi> 
ardize his role as commander-in-chief. 
Nixon worked with aides at his Bis- 
cayne villa today after a heartwarming 
welcome from friends and supporters on 
his arrival here Thursday night, 
Ziegler also reported that the Jus­ 
tice Department had dispatched a team 
of investigators to Jackson, Miss., where 
two persons were killed and 15 others 
injured at Jackson State College in a 
hail of police bullets. 
At the s-me time, Ziegler restate« 
Nixon’s intentions to withdraw all Amer­ 
ican troops from Cambodia on June 30. 


Shards of glass were scattered around 
the building and 
a blood soaked towel 
could be seen on the floor of the lobby. 
Students pointed to a stained 
spot on 
the grass where they said one of the 
students died. 


It s a shame, it’s a damn shame ” a 
slender coed muttered as she stared at 
the dormitorv shortly after dawn. 


Police sealed off the college during 
the 
night; but most of the barricades 
were lifted after daybreak. 


Hundreds 
of 
young blacks quietly 
milled around the grounds 
during the 
morning surveying the damage. Officials 
estimated 
200 of the college’s 
2,800 
students were involved 
in the trouble. 


At midmorning, the college announced 
it was closing until May 25, and some of 
the students began leaving the campus. 


The Jackson violence was the third 
outburst resulting in loss of life in re­ 
cent weeks. Six persons were killed last 
Monday in a Negro uprising in Augusta, 
Ga., and four students were killed two 
weeks ago in a clash with national guards­ 
men 
on the campus of Kent State Uni­ 
versity in CJhio, 


1 he guardsmen who moved onto the 
Jackson State campus were issued live 
ammunition 
and tear gas before being 
dispatched, but were given strict orders 
“ not to fire” their rifles. 


Authorities said several police offi­ 
cers were injured by bricks and other 
thrown objects, but there were no re­ 
ports of any officers b»-ing hit by gunfire.

The Griffith Park blaze sent flames 
spilling through the eastern and south­ 
eastern 
part of the park, reaching to 
within 
a quarter-mile of the merry-go- 
round area and threatening to force the 
evacuation of wild animals quartered in 
the old zoo facilities. 


The fire, which broke out around 
3 
p.m., also threatened to sweep toward 
populated 
hillside 
districts 
to the 
west, 
but firemen stationed on a ridge 
near Mt. Hollywood fought it back while 
helicopters used 
aerial 
chemical and 
water 
drops to squelch the 25-foot 
flames. 


The fire was contained shortly after 
dusk, but ground crews and surveillance 
teams remained on the scene 
through 
the night to spot any flare-ups and iso- 
late the burnt-out area. 
The Riverside blaze, which broke out 
around 2 p.m., was contained late Thurs- 


day by 175 men on the ground and in the 
air. 
Henrietta Cantrell, 31, a resident of 
the Indian Hills Country Club Estates, 
was 
the only injury, suffering minor 
burns 
while 
protecting her property, 
I he fire burned up to the expensive 
Indian Hills homes, sending sparks onto 
roofs and into yards, but a heavy arse­ 
nal of equipment beat the flames back. 
The blaze 
burned five 
sheds, one 
garage, 
nine 
vehicles and a mile of 
fence, 
and 
also 
scorched 50 orange 
trees. 
A small but 
potentially 
dangerous 
fire burned to the edge of four homes 
near 
Palmdale, 
scorching them all, 
but 60 firemen contained it shortly aft­ 
er it started. 
Three blazes broke out in the Valen­ 
cia Valley northeast of Los Angeles, in- 
eluding one in Val Verde 
that burned 
four acres and another near the Wayside 
Honor Rancho dump in Castaic. 
A rash of small fires also 
hit out- 
lying portions of Los Angeles, Kern, Ri­ 
verside and San Bernardino 
counties, 
and a wind-whipped fire charred more 
than 
125 acres of watershed in the 
Sequoia National Park.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
state 
Board of Education, at 
least tem porarily, can’t do a 
thing to ‘‘prevent or discou­ 
rage” the busingofschoolchild­ 
ren to achieve racial balance.

perm anently. 
In the meantim e, Gallagher 
prohibited 
the 
board 
from 
“ giving any effect w hatsoever” 
to the repeal.

Structural adequacy. 
The report by Koebig & Koe- 
big, Inc. prepared for the coun­

stated that second priority 
work to prolong the useful life of 
the original pier should I e car­ 
ried 
out 
on remaining deck 
planks, stringers and pilec q>s. 
The original pier v. is cor>* 
structed early in World War II 
and was about 420feet in length. 
It provided a docking area for 
use by military rescue boats 
operating in the are ,. In 1954, 
a 
new addition extended the 
pier 210 feet seaward. Both the 
extension and the original pier 
are timber structures, includ­ 
ing wood piles. 
While most of the piling and 
bracking members were found

assent ballots 


With the deadline for fil­ 
ing assent ballots on the pro­ 
posed Dry Bean Research and 
Marketing Program less than 
two weeks away, Clarence Do- 
nati of Santa Maria, area chair­ 
man for the grower committee, 
sponsoring the proposed Cali­ 
fornia marketing order, urged 
dry bean growers who have not 
yet voted to sign and mail their 
ballots immediately. 
Ballots 
were 
mailed six 
weeks ago by the State Direc­ 
tor of Agriculture to all grow­ 
ers who produced dry beans in 
C alifornia during the crop year 
of 1968, the year of record for 
determining who is eligible to 
vote in the current referendum. 


According to Donati, who has 
been contacting eligible voters 
regarding the bean proposal, 
a number of those who received 
the bal'ots in March have mis­ 
placed them and are asking if 
duplicate ballots are availa­ 
ble. 
“ Yes, they are,” the local 
committeeman says. “ I have a 
supply, all dry bean warehous­ 
es 
have them, and they are 
available at all County Farm 
Advisor’s offices in bean grow­ 
ing areas.” 
When asked for a comment 
on the purpose of the proposed 
bean order, Donati said: 


“ 7 he program will provide 
a valuable tool for stemming 
the tide of falling prices and 
dwindling demand for beans. It 
provides machinery for estab­ 
lishing an Advisory Board made 
up of elected representatives 
of bean growers and handlers 
from each area and variety to 
administer and finance 
badly 
needed programs of research 
and market development. The 
research can 
develop better 
growing and handling methods 
enabling growers to produce 
more and better beans per dol­ 
lar of cost. On the marketing 
side, research can develop new, 
modern 
food 
products made 
from dry beans which the pub­ 
lic will consume in greater 
quanitity thus stablizing our 
market. When the new products 
are developed, the Board can 
set up market promotion pro­ 
grams to sell beans in greater 
volume. Also, since the mar­ 
keting order would permit the 
Board to assess ail bean produc­ 
ers 
and handlers, 
a levy of 
just a few 
cents per bag will 
raise the necessary funds to 
support these vital programs.”

Institution and Van- 
berg Air Force Base. 
The “ Day at the Mission” 
fiesta will begin at 11 a.m. with 
the holding of Mass in the mis­ 
sion chapel by Franciscan Fath­ 
ers 
and Vandenberg Catholic 
folk choir. 
Lunch 
will 
be served from 
noon to 1 p.m. and the popu­ 
lar children’s costume parade 
will begin at 12:30 p.m. Ribbon 
awards for the costume parade 
winners will be given out on the 
stage at 1:15 p.m. 
Visitors will be welcomed 
at 1:25 p.m. when the old mis­ 
sion bells are rung, also sig­ 
naling the beginning of the day’s 
entertainment. 
Kicking off the entertainment 
will be Mrs. Arthur Kroetsch 
singing “ Ave Maria.” Follow­ 
ing will be the Mexican Social 
Organization young dancers at 
1:35 p.m. 
Lntertainment will continue 
at 1:45 p.m. with the Native 
Daughters’ “ Las Fiesteras, Re- 
ina del Mar Parlor,” followed 
by the .Jose Manero Dance Group 
at 2 p.m. This performance will 
include both Mexican and Span­ 
ish dancers. 
Signaling the end of the stage 
entertainment at 
3p.m.willbe 
the ringing once again of the 
mission bells. 
A major part of the fiesta 
program this year will be a 
series of Indian arts and crafts 
demonstrations in shops and 
quarters of the mission grounds 
throughout the day.

American

the great ocean can’t take it. 
Man 
has 
found 
it 
easy, 
without consciously trying, to 
kill the living things in rivers, 
lakes, wetlands, estuaries, and 
once 
wild 
regions 
of 
the 
continents. 
But the ocean! Its 140million 
square miles cover 70.8 per 
cent of the earth’s surface. Its 
waters wash the shores of more 
tlutn 
100 
nations. 
In 
all 
likelihood it was the original 
incubator of life. Its 330 million 
cubic miles of water harbor an 
immense number of creatures, 
plant and animal. Its green 
plants manufacture more than 
half of the oxygen which makes 
life possible on Earth. 
How could man, even if he 
tried, succeed in poisoning this 
vast medium which makes the 
Earth truly “ a water planet” ? 
The 
annual report of the 
president’s 
marine sciences 
council makes it clear that, 
intentionally or not, man is 
succeeding in doing just that. 


“ Contamination of the ocean 
has begun,” the report says. 
As a result, its ecological 
balance, 
achieved 
over 
the 
millions of years by delicate 
evolutionary adjustments link­ 
ing each form of life to all 
others, “ is endangered.’’ 
All of the pollutants 
man 
creates eventually wind up in 
the ocean. Even the lead from 
auto exh-usts sooner or later 
rains down into waters which 
flow into the sea. 
Evolutionary adjustment to 


environmental changes takes 
time. Life on this planet has 
been evolving for three billion 
years. The report discourages 
hope that marine life may be 
able to adjust quickly to what 
man is doing to it. 
Man is changing the ocean 
environment, the report says, 
“ and measured in the time of 
evolutionary change, the living 
creatures of that environment 
do 
not 
have 
the 
time 
to 
adjust.’’ 


Pouring into the ocean in 
ever increasing quantity are 
“ chemical wastes from facto 
ries, heat from power plants, 
domestic wastes and sewage 
from cities and towns, insecti­ 
cides and fertilizers from land 
runoff, atmospheric fallout of 
gasoline 
vapors, 
low 
level 
radioactive wastes from reac­ 
tors, laboratories, and hospi­ 
tals.” 
Then, of course, there are the 
oil spills which, despite the 
furor over them, seem likely to 
become more and more fre­ 
quent. 
Pollution of the ocean is long 
lasting. Rivers renew them­ 
selves each year if permitted to 
do so. But the ocean is the final 
repository of pollutants “ which 
will remain there for thousands 
of years.”

Jt s my opinion, but most college 
athletes have a lockei room mentality. They feel that anv 
pursuit, even remotely intellectual, is pussy, like playing 
the violin. 
I hey have a virility and masculinity hangup." 
Lowry, 30, is now a graduate assistant in Intellectual 
History at the university. A native of Glasgow, Scotland, 
he came here seven years ago and is now an American citi­ 
zen. 
Besides making

honored by the Atlantic Coast Conference as a scholar- 
athlete. I his year ltesides grading blue books, he has been 
"busted' twice in campus protests. 
At his desk. Lowry's thic k-blondish head was bent over a 
New York newspaper article with the headline. “ Athletes 
.Joining ( ampus Protest.’ The story discussed cancellation 
5ome eastern coUege sporting events, primarily in crew 
and track, to protest the widening U.S. military involve- 
me nt in Southeast Asia and the deaths of four students dur- 
ing a demonstration at Kent State. 


Well 
said ! owry. with a soft burr, looking up, "the 
role of the athlete on campus is changing subtly , and very 
slowly. College athletes have sense. 
Few athletes are in the intellectual circles of academia 
Most are in something like physical education, a haven for 
athletes. And that degree is worth so little you can’t get 
into law school with it 
In general, athletes'don’t get in­ 
volved with ideas. I here is ;i reliance on purely physical or 
material things 
i hey don’t have the sensitivity for the 
world around them. 


And they don’t a k tin* question, W h y ?' as, say, stu­ 
dents in Arts and Science do. You see, the coach always 
makes the deci ions toi them. 
You never question the 
coach. Sports is a training ground for authoritarianism. 
And. ot course, to have a winning team, that must be so 
You can t have 11 guys talking at once in a football huddle. 
Also, most ot them are on scholarship to play and so 
are in a sort of contract with th< college. And some, like 
those big football players. I now that it they don’t follow 
the i nit's they II probably he s< nt back to the coal mines of 
I ennsylvania. 


But American sports aie geared to winning, as opposed 
to European spot ts where artistry in athletics is valued. 
American soccer players, lor example, are notorious for 
going through the wall to win, if they have to. But vou 
never see one pra* ticing a move like stopping the ball in 
nnd-air on bis loot. 


I his all gets bat k to the tremendous incentive to ‘go-go- 
I he spirit thing, arid Manifest Destiny. America’s 
whole history lias !»• < n a sort of mission. It’s part of the 
American psyche to get more: 
Spread westward, get 
Hawaii get the Orient, get the moon. I think Americans 
oi e stjll struggling to assert their masculinity, and it’s re­ 
flected in their sports.

5-Unwinding Down 


In our last lesson. I left 
you hanging at the top of the 
backswing. having made a 
good, full shoulder turn 
1 
guess I owe it to you to get 
you down from that position, 
which can become uncom­ 
fortable after a few days. 
By maintaining a relative­ 
ly stable lower body, and 
fully turning the shoulders, 
the "spring” is coiled tightly 
with potential power. 
The 
trick now is to expend that 
power at the ball, remain­ 
ing in control 
Just as wc did not start 
the swing with our hands and 
arms alone, so we do not 
want to initiate the down­ 
swing w i t h the hands and 
arms. I might say here that 
there is too much talk about 
pausing at the top of the 
backswing. It might be good 
to feel as though you are 
pausing, but any pronounced 
hesitation is liable to disrupt 
momentum.

Federalese 
Couldn’t resist 
Newcomers to Washington, D.C. face 
a lot of surprises. Not the least of these 
is a language spoken in the nation’s 
capitol termed federalese. This is the 
jargon that substitutes for communica­ 
tive language. 
Robert A. 
Podesta, an Illinois in­ 
vestment banker, went to Washington 
to be an assistant secretary of com­ 
merce for economic development. Even 
though memo writers in his business 
usually aren’t Shakespeares, they at 
least can get on pap- 
*er what they mean in 
words others 
can 
readily understand. 
Podesta had his 
first brush with fed­ 
eralese when he re­ 
ceived the following 
memorandum: 
“I think he will 
opt for modification 
of this policy because 
he comes down on 
the side of our position.” 
He was able to translate this into 
“ He agrees with us.” 
However, that particular memo was 
clarity by comparison of other pas­ 
sages that came across his desk. For 
example: 
“A unified professional public affairs 
structure would provide the long sought 
articulating factor in the concatenation 
of its agencies and afford its consti­ 
tuencies the effective efficient anticipa­ 
tion and satisfaction of their informa­ 
tion needs.” 
Or: “The present status of cost-ef- 
fectiveness analysis may then be des­ 
cribed as a ‘menage-entrols.’ Functional 
(or program) budgeting has been mar­ 
ried with the techniques of cost-benefit 
analysis. They are supported by systems 
analysis which relates cost-effectiveness 
to complex and changing objectives.” 
The last we heard Mr. Podesta was 
doing the best he could to get his people 
in EDA to act on the premise that the 
idea of communication “ is to inform, not 
to im press.”

WASHINGTON — While the nature of 
the pressure on the President to invade 
Cambodia was different — ostensibly to 
insure the success of his Vietnamiza- 
tion program — that pressure was not 
new. It has recurred in waves for at 
least four or five years and previous 
policymakers both in the Pentagon and in 
State have been steadfast in their oppo­ 
sition to the generals. 
They were convinced that by enlarging 
the war and violat­ 
ing Cambodia’s ten­ 
uous neutrality 
the 
United States would 
only be drawn more 
deeply into the quag­ 
mire. The reluctance 
or the 
inability of 
President Nixon’s ci­ 
vilian advisers to op­ 
pose 
the generals 
says a lot about the 
changes 
that have taken place in little 
more than a year. Civilian authority has 
been seriously eroded. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers finds himself in an 
acutely embarrassing dilemma, having 
told a congressional committee only a 
few days before the President took his 
decision that invading Cambodia would 
put an end to Vietnamization. 
Rogers’ predecessor, Dean Rusk, has 
been denounced as a hawk who simply 
underwrote the Lyndon Johnson policy of 
escalation. But the record shows that on 
at least two occasions Rusk stood out 
against the pressure of the generals 
for invading Cambodia. Similarly, Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. McNamara 
fought constantly to keep civilian control 
over policy decisions. It is worth re­ 
counting that the record to show what 
it meant to have advisers convinced that 
the founding fathers were right when 
they wrote civilian authority into the 
constitution. 
Four years ago Maj. Gen. (since pro­ 
moted to Lt. Gen.) Stanley R. Larsen 
returned to the Pentagon from his com­ 
mand in South Vietnam and gave a 
startling on-the-record interview. 
He 
said about 10,000 North Vietnamese 
troops were massed in Cambodia for a 
threatened 
drive 
across the border. 
There was “enough evidence to satisfy 
us that at least four and probably six 
North Vietnamese regiments” were con­ 
centrated near the scene of some of the 
heaviest fighting in Vietnam. 
When McNamara learned about the in­ 
terview he was furious. It violated a bas­ 
ic policy directive. The Defense Depart­ 
ment promptly issued a denial of any 
knowledge of a sizable Communist build­ 
up in Cambodia. A sim ilar denial came 
from Rusk. 
In early 1968 a more dramatic inci­ 
dent pointed up the determination of pol­ 
icymakers in Washington to try to keep 
Cambodia out of the war. It began when 
Chester Bowles, then ambassador to 
India, 
got an urgent message order­ 
ing him to return to New Delhi from South­ 
ern India where he 
was traveling. On 
returning to the capital he was instruc­ 
ted to go on an immediate mission to 
Phnom Penh to confer with the ruler, 
Prince 
Norodom 
Sihanouk, on Cam­ 
bodia’s neutrality. 
Bowles believed then that the urgency 
of the.mission was related to military 
pressure for an invasion of the so-called 
sanctuaries in Cambodia. The suggestion 
for the talks, it was learned later, 
had come from Sihanouk on the basis of 
reports that the Americans were plan­ 
ning “ hot pursuit” across the Cambo­ 
dian border to run down North Vietnam- 
Viet Cong troops taking refuge there. 
On Jan. 
12 Bowles and Cambodian 
Prem ier Son Sann signed a joint com­ 
munique setting forth term s of agree­ 
ment on preventing Cambodia from being 
drawn into the war. Bowles “ renewed 


American 
assurances of 
respect for 
Cambodian sovereignty, 
neutrality and 
territorial integrity.” He offered Ameri­ 
can help to make the International Con­ 
trol Commission, the agency named un­ 
der the Geneva accords to monitor the 
neutrality of the former states of Indo­ 
china, more effective. But at the same 
time he stressed that he could not guar­ 
antee against accidental intrusion wholly 
unrelated to a set policy of “ hot pur­ 
suit.” 
For his part Sihanouk said that he 
would send his troops to “ request the 
Viet Cong to leave Cambodian territory” 
on receipt of evidence of infiltration. 
The naivete of this statement is a per­ 
fect illustration of Sihanouk's ambiguous 
and mercurial temperament. He prob­ 
ably didn’t believe it himself. But it 
has been only through his juggling act 
that Cambodia stayed out of the war for 
so long. If he had not delayed his re­ 
turn to Phnom Penh from a stay in 
ParLs for visits to Moscow and later to 
Peking he might still have been able to 
hold together the fragmenting pieces of

what is not a country but a collection 
of hostile tribes. 
Now in exile in Peking, setting up a 
governmental front as a rival to the re­ 
gime in dubious power in his capital, 
Sihanouk is playing the Communist game. 
But events have played a joke on him. 
In the April issue of Pacific Communi­ 
ty, a serious quarterly comparable to 
Foreign Affairs published in Japan, he 
writes of the 
Viet Cong - Communist 
threat in Cambodia. Warning that the 
communization of Cambodia would be a 
prelude to the 
communization of all 
Southeast Asia he concludes with this: 
“ Thus it is permitted to hope that, to 
defend its world interests (and indeed 
not for our sake> the United States will 
not disentangle itself to quickly from 
our area — in any case not before hav­ 
ing established a more coherent policy 
which will enagle our populations to face 
the Communist drive with some chance of 
success.

According to officials of A to Z 
Rental, Inc.. which now has m ore 
than 500 rental centers open or in 
process of opening throughout the 
I nited States, m any of the tools 
stocked for rental are the sam e 
as those obtainable only from pro­ 
fessional suppliers 


F urniture and rug shampoos, for 
instance, are stronger and m ore 
effective than the w eaker products 
found 
on superm arket shelves. 
Floor w axes are of the highest 
grade These products are used in 
professional 
m achines 
such 
as 
rug sham pooers with 13- and 17- 
inch brushes, portable scrubbers

It might be giving the 
wrong 
impression 
to casual 
viewers. 


According to a professor of soci- 
ology at an American university, 
it is a clue to your income, social 
standing, religious beliefs, politi­ 
cal affinit’es and ancestry. 


Your living room, in effect, says 
he, is the “ face 
your house pre­ 
sents to the world. 


Based on thorough visits and in­ 
terviews with over a thousand 
families of varying economic stra­ 
ta in a middling-large, considered 
representative U S city, he has 
come up with these observations: 


Generally, he found that fami­ 
lies that had had money for sever­ 
al generations favored the tradi­ 
tional styles, and that families 
that had just become prosperous 
in this generation went in more for 
modern styles of furniture and 
what they call “ decor “ % 


Lower-middle-class and work­ 
ing-class families tended to have 
little style at all. but thev do have 
very definite and characteristic 
differences from other groups 


The television is never seen in 
the living room of the upper eco­ 
nomic classes, although it may 
have been conspicuous there 20 
years ago. 


An intriguing and. according 
to 
the 
researcher, 
unexpected 
finding emerged from the study — 
a relationship between living room 
styles and political party affilia­ 
tion. 


“ Wed expect the traditionals 
to be Republican and the moderns 
to be Democrats.“ he said (No 
mention of what to expect of the 
Wallaee-ites. i 


He found that this is not neces­ 
sarily so. The percentages were 
about even in both groups 


The professor, through his in­ 
terviews, was able to correlate 
living room styles with such things 
as ethnic background and religion 
as well as with income and social 
status. 


Moderns vs. Traditionals 


For example, he found that the 
moderns tend to be moving up in 
income and on the social scale, to 
be Roman C atholic and descen­ 
dants of recent immigrants from 
southern and eastern Europe 


rhe question naturallv arises: 
what it my home includes some 
characteristics which place me in 
* his, that or the other category'' 


For instance, what if I have a 
mixed bag of period and modern 
furniture, but also have sunk to the 
low of having the television set (at 
least the main one» in the living 
room . . . have a dog and a cat. nei­ 
ther of whom fall into the Borzoi 
or upper-crust class < the cat is the 
now-common sealpoint Siamese 
and therefore carries little pres­ 
tige). and there is wall-to-wall car­ 
peting Artificial flowers are also 
seen (even in a California home), 
as well as rock sculpture found on 
beach-combing rounds, an East 
Indian wooden merry-go-round in 
vivid colors on a Chinese-red table, 
(no political leaning intended), 
near a Lazy Susan type of book­ 
case, vintage 1910, Philadelphia 
? 


With all these incongruities, no 
doubt the good professor would 
dub such a living room “ oddball” 
and let it go at that.

Since C olonial days, when every 
home along the road was the trav­ 
eler’s wayside inn, the claret cup 
or glass of mulled wine has been 
peculiarly an American wav of 
saying, “ This house is yours.” 


Wine is festive. No matter how 
simple the food, if there is wine, 
the visitor feels especially wanted. 


This is why celebrations in the 
great Bordeaux wine region of 
France are so delightful. To bor­ 
row som e of the Bordeaux customs 
is relatively simple, modest of 
price, and will add to your reputa­ 
tion of a hostess. 


In Bordeaux, white wines, dry 
Graves and sweet wines of Sau­ 
ternes and Barsac are always kept 
chilled. All visitors, from closest 
relation to mailman or florist de­ 
livery boy, will be offered a glass 
with perhaps a cheese stick, or a 
piece of cheese or fruit. Sauternes 
may be served with fruitcake For 
special visitors, after 11 in the 
morning, and any afternoon or eve­ 
ning, the snack of welcome might 
be pâté and Sauternes. A smoked 
ham or smoked turkey will be on a 
sideboard 
with 
a 
chilled 
dry 
Graves, for the same purpose. 


No matter what the occasion, a 
pick-up snack or a spontaneous 
pasta party, the hearty red region­ 
a l are always on hand. Even do-it- 
yourself chefs will sip the wine and 
baste the steak with it, as the party 
moves along. 


Have a do-it-yourself gourmet 
dinner where the ingredients and 
the wine are all in the kitchen 
Guests are assigned portions of the 
meal, and they can taste the wines 
while they cook, enjoy the meal 
with the remainders. 


This is especially good party 
for six to eight because even the 
shyest person has a part of the a c ­ 
tion It works for a brunch, for a 


luncheon, or after-ski snack. 


Have a blind wine tasting. Wrap 
three or four regional Bordeaux 
wines in colored gift paper so no 
labels show. Give each guest a 
card which lists the characteris­ 
tics of each wine (your wine man 
will tell you, and so will any good 
wine book). Have a score card and 
give a prize to the person who 
matches bottles to descriptions. 


Most daring of all, with two or 
three 
other 
carefully-chosen 
friends have a progressive tasting 
with each hostess providing one 
course and one wine to go with it. 


Dry white Graves belong with 
the hot hors d oeuvres, the slivers 
of baked ham and smoked turkey, 
the hearty soup, the oysters. 


A Medoc or a Margaux is right 
(as is St. Estephe or St. Julien) 
for the main meat course if it is 
any casserole such as chicken in 
wine, or roasts. 


A sturdy St. Emilion goes with 
the cheeses, and that hostess may 
have the most fun of all because 
cheese and fruit are the traditional 
Bordeaux preludes to the dessert 
course. You can taste a half dozen 
cheeses, even a modest fondu 


Sauternes or Barsac finishes a 
progressive tasting, with fruit­ 
cakes, and anv other desserts. 


Talkoo 
Talkoo is the Finnish term for a 
co-operative job such as a house 
or barn building. Just as our set­ 
tlers joined in barn-raisings, the 
Finns join together for building 
projects.

DON T attempt to store iodine. 
It is unstable and rapidly becomes 
too strong to use Applied to cuts 
it may widen damage by burning 
nearby tissues. 


DON T stock antidotes for poi­ 
soning Chances of your having the 
one you need, among many, are 
slight. In a panic, you might apply 
the wrong remedy and compound 
DON’T forget periodically to re­ 
stock your must-have medical sup­ 
plies such as: antiseptic solution; 
aspirin; a burn remedy; a mild 


kot. a natural vegetable formula­ 
tion; a medicated skin cleanser, 
such as Betadine Skin Cleanser, 
which also helps to prevent infec­ 
tions in acne; rubbing alcohol; 
tweezers to pluck out splinters; a 
thermometer;

• Awnings — Opbn upward and 
outward for maximum ventilation 
Often used with fixed-sash to 
create a picture window with ven­ 
tilating capacity. When stacked 
atop each other, wood awning win­ 
dows provide a handsome wide- 
view arrangement appropriate for 
dining rooms, family rooms and 
enclosed porches.

Hush Home 
Noise 


Jittery nerves are a modern 
malady. Our noisy world ranges 
in tone from sonic booms to 
stereo blasts. Added to this are 
daily tensions that put a con­ 
stant strain on the nerves. 
It is impossible these days to 
find a quiet place. It might 
even be impractical, because we 
are somewhat attuned to noise 
waves as a normal background 
But, they are disturbing. 
There are ways to control 
and subdue noise-attacks (at 
least on the home-front > by 
using wall and ceiling materials 
with sound-deadening proper­ 
ties. Heavy drapes, thick car­ 
pets, upholstered furniture and 
wall paneling all help as sound- 
absorbing barriers. 
Recent tests by an indepen­ 
dent acoustical laboratory show 
a high resistance to noise trans­ 
mission when preflnished hard­ 
board paneling is used, as a 
facing material, over partition 
walls built of commonly-used 
backup materials. When talk­ 
ing of noise intensity, acousti­ 
cal engineers refer to “deci­ 
bels”, “sound transmission clas­ 
sification” and “STC ratings”. 
These are technical measure­ 
ment terms—as “inches” and 
“feet” are to carpenters. Gen­ 
erally, an STC rating of 40 to 
45 is considered very good for 
partitions in homes and apart­ 
ments. The hardboard 
tests 
have established ratings above 
50 STC and as high as 58 STC. 
These ratings are well within 
the recommendations by FHA 
for acceptable noise transmis­ 
sion conditions in living quar­ 
ters. 
With this type of partition, 
the walls of a living room, play­ 
room and other “noise” areas 
of a home or apartment will 
muffle and materially reduce 
the transmission of noise. 
Since prefinished hardboards 
come in a wide array of wood- 
grain finishes and other special 
surfacings, it’s possible in new 
construction or remodeling to 
build walls that need no fur­ 
ther finishing and provide noise 
control in one installation and 
at one cost. The attractive fin­ 
ishes provide a beauty bonus. 
These and other benefits of 
hardboard—as a practical and 
decorative material — are out­ 
lined in an informative bro­ 
chure called “New Dimensions 
in Living”.

Most new ranges have an auto- 
atic surface unit which brings 
i he foods to a pre-selected temper­ 
ature and then supplies exactly 
the right amount of heat to main­ 
tain that temperature You have 
to set the control unit only once. 
But in order for the automatic unit 
to operate correctly it requires the 
proper sort of cookware. 


It is most important for your 
utensils to have flat bottoms that 
make proper contact with the sen­ 
sor unit, and old cookware often is 
dented and out of shape Moreover, 
gas and electric utilities and man­ 
ufacturers of autom atic cooking 
units recommend aluminum cook­ 
ware because it gives the most 
accurate results. 


Aluminum spreads heat very 
evenly and quickly. This means 
that the entire cooking utensil is 
at the desired temperature. A “hot 
spot 
in the center of a pan will 
cause the sensor to react before 
the whole utensil is heated to cook­ 
ing tem perature The various tem ­ 
perature settings 
recommended 
by range m anufacturers are based 
on the use of quick heating, m e­ 
dium weight aluminum utensils. 


Another point of efficiency for 
aluminum cookware is that when 
you turn off the heat, aluminum 
stops cooking Other m aterials re 


tain heat and continue unwanted 
cooking of the food beyond the 
time specified 
in your recipe. 
When you're doing a souffle or a 
delicate sauce, for instance, it is 
important to have com plete con­ 
trol of the heating time. 


Tight-fitting covers for each pan 
are very important to good cook­ 
ing. A collection of old, m iscella­ 
neous covers which don't quite fit 
your utensils and allow steam to 
escape when it shouldn’t, can spoil 
the sim plest recipe Here s a hint 
in storing the covers which come 
fitted to brand new cookware: file 
them in a rubber rack of the kind 
used to hold dishes. They’re a 
cinch to find this way. 


Once your family sees your new 
kitchen installed they are going to 
expect some tip-top dishes to come 
proudly off that automatic range. 
The best way to see they’re not dis­ 
appointed is to consider that state 
of your pots and pans as seriously 
as you consider the whole kitchen. 
Often the cookware as well as the 
cook can take the bows for an ex­ 
cellent gourmet meal.
